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College Maps Master Plan 


Development of a ten-year Master 
Plan governing the development of the 
buildings and grounds at Potomac State 
is underway. 

R. J. Ankrom and Associates, of Vi- 
enna, WV, has been engaged by the 
Board of Trustees to develop the Mas- 
ter Plan. Planning efforts by the firm 
commenced in January, with the com- 
pleted plan scheduled for presentation 
to the Board in October. 

The plan will provide a general con- 
cept for future facilities development, 
taking into account the College’s needs 
for specific facilities such as a major 
increase in library space, a new student 
union, new residence halls, additional 
parking, and adequate faculty offices. 

President Gratto commented that the 
plan "proceeds on the assumption that 
an enrollment in the 1200-1300 student 
range will be maintained through the 
decade.” However, Grade noted, "given 
the demographics of the Eastern Pan- 
handle and Potomac Highlands, the 
plan will permit future college growth 
to proceed smoothly after the turn of 
the century when Potomac State will 
have to expand to meet the needs of a 
larger population in its region. 

The development of the plan is ab- 
stract, in the sense that no funds will 
automatically be provided for the con- 
struction and renovation recommended. 
However, President Gratto said, "the 
fact that we have a comprehensive plan 
approved by the Board of Trustees will 
certainly make this college more com- 
petitive in its efforts to secure state, 
federal and private funtls in the future." 

One interesting aspect of the plan in- 
volves the renovation of the Adminis- 
tration Building. Gratto said that he 
thought that project, in particular, 
would prove attractive to alumni and 
friends of the College, and might pro- 
vide an attractive focus for a fund-rais- 
ing effort directed toward the Centenni- 
al of the College — now only a decade 
away. 

The Master Plan will be sufficiently 
completed by Homecoming to permit 
those in attendance to examine it.

lege, Hagerstown Junior Col- 
lege, and Community College 
of Baltimore. 

A fast start helped the team; 
PSC won nine of the first 10 
games. 

The Lady Cats’ basketball 
team battled to an 8-12 regular 
season mark this year. 

Guided by Head Coach 
Elizabeth Hudson, the Lady 
Cats won their season’s opener 
against Rockville, 70-67, and 
also posted victories over 
Penn. State Altoona, Dundalk, 
Baltimore, and Anne Arundel. 

Sophomore Jody Hocken- 
smith broke PSC’s single- 
game scoring record with 38 
points in an 85-82 home-court 
win against Anne Arundel. 
The Lady Cats had lost to 
Anne Arundel by 20 points 
earlier in the season. 

Freshman Mary Beardslee 
broke the school’s 3-point 
record by successfully shoot- 
ing six for six in a 60-47 win 
over Baltimore. 

The Women’s Volleyball 
team for the season of 1990 


finished the season with a 
record of 15-16 in match play 
including wins over several 
perennial winning schools. 

The team was lead once 
again this year by Jody Hock- 
ensmith and Shannon McRae, 
both two-year ‘ starters. Jody 
was named this year to the 
Second Team All Reeion XX. 

Tara Armiger, a freshman on 
the Potomac State Equestrian 
Team, qualified for the regional 
championship competition-the 
first team member to advance to 
national ranking since the sport 
was introducedatPotomacState 
three years ago. 

Elevated from club to varsity 
sport status this year, the eques- 
trian team competes in four 
inttercollegiate horse shows 
involving both four year and two 
year colleges during the fall and 
winter. Although formal team 
standings are not assigned, the 
team has been highly competi- 
tive, bringing home 15-20 rib- 
bons each trip. 


Record Enrollment Last Year 


Potomac State’s enrollment 
of 1348 last fall, 1142 in the 
spring of 1991 and 188 in 
summer school set College 
records as Potomac State has 
experienced strong enrollment 
pressure and, for the second 
year, has led state institutions 
in its rate of growth. 

Out-of-state students have 
accounted for a considerable 
portion of the growth, with an 
active referral system from 
WVU responsible for much of 
the interest on the part of out- 
of-state students. 

According to President 
Gratlo, the College expects 
and intends that enrollment 
diminish somewhat in the next 
several years. Three factors, 
according to Gratto, will tend 
to reduce enrollment First, the 
number of West Virginia high 
school students is decreasing 
significantly, a demographic 
trend which is also strongly 
apparent in Western Maryland 
and Pennsylvania. Second, the 
College has implemented new 
admissions standards for out- 
of-state students, which may 
reduce somewhat the number 
of non-West Virginians who 
enroll. Third, the tuition and 
fees for out-of-state students 
were raised 14%, and may be 
raised by comparable amounts 
in each of the next several 
years until the College reaches 
the Southern Regional Educa- 
tion Board averages with re- 
spect to tuition and fees for 
out-of-state students. 

The College will remain 
open to all West Virginia high 
school graduates, and will con- 
tinue to keep tuition and fees 
for West Virginia students low 
to keep college education as 
accessible as possible for state 
residents. 

Regional demographic pro- 
jections suggest that college 


enrollments throughout the re- 
gion will decline markedly 
commencing in 1993, a trend 
which will not reverse itself 
until after the turn of the cen- 
tury. President Gratto said that 
he does not expect Potomac 
State to experience as sharp a 
decrease in enrollment as 
many colleges, and hopes that 
the admissions standards and 


tuition changes will reduce 
current enrollment pressure 
somewhat. He said there was 
no point in the College’s 
growing still larger in the next 
two years only to then experi- 
ence a sharp decline. Gratto 
would, he said, prefer that a 
stable and adequate enrollment 
in the 1200-student range be 
developed and maintained. 


Prof. Criner Remembered 


Miss Helen Clare Criner, 
73, former registrar and ad- 
missions director at Potomac 
State College, died October 9, 
1990, at Greenville, SC. She 
had retired from the College in 
1978 as associate professor 
emerita of business and secre- 
tarial studies. Interment was in 
the parish cemetery of Sacred 
Heart Catholic Church, in her 
native Jeanette, PA. 

Friends and colleagues of 
Professor Criner have had a 
plaque erected in the Adminis- 
tration Building, bearing her 
picture and the following in- 
scription: 

"This plaque is presented by 
friends and colleagues in lov- 
ing memory of Helen C. 
Criner, associate professor 
emerita, who taught business 
and secretarial studies at Po- 
tomac State College from 1946 
to 1978.

$100,000 Grant Renewed 


Potomac State College re- 
ceived a $100,000 grant by the 
United States Department of 
Education to fund the opera- 
tion of a Student Support Ser- 
vices Program for the past 
academic year. 

The major purpose of PSC’s 
Student Support Services Pro- 
gram is to provide academic 
support services to assist eligi- 
ble disadvantaged junior col- 
lege students toward success- 
ful completion of a two-year 
program of study. 

Within this purpose, specific 
objectives relate to the overall 
goals of developing academic 
skills, increasing student reten- 
tion and graduation rates, as 
well as pursuing educational 
degrees beyond that of a two- 
year college. 

Services offered to project 
participants include: tutorial 


services, remedial instruction, 
personal counseling, in-depth 
career guidance, job-place- 
ment assistance, comprehen- 
sive transfer information, 
study skills instruction, aca- 
demic advising, general orien- 
tation to the college, basic 
skills development, financial 
aid advisement, skill work- 
shops, handicapped services, 
and educational/cultural activi- 
ties not usually available to 
disadvantaged students. 

Potomac State College’s 
Student Support Services Pro- 
gram has been continuously 
funded since the fall, 1971 
semester. The program is mon- 
itored by the Department of 
Education on an annual basis, 
and a grant proposal must be 
submitted every three years in 
order to compete for federal 
monies. The most recent pro- 
posal earned 96.5 of 100 pos- 
sible points in the Student 
Support Services competition. 


Honors Program Grows 


The 1990-91 school year 
again saw an increase in the 
number of students enrolled in 
the Potomac State College 
Honors Program, during the 
spring semester. In the fall, 
fourteen students were en- 
rolled and in the spring twen- 
ty-four. 

In fall 1990, two Honors 
courses were offered, in Gen- 
eral Biology 1 and Humanities 
1. In the spring of 1991, En- 
glish 36, the Short Story and 
Novel was added in addition to 
Biology 2. Some of the faculty 
took the Honeys students on 
significant out-of-class excur- 
sions. Professors Hockensmith 
and Wilcox took their biology 
students to the Baltimore Inner 


Harbor Aquarium and Profes- 
sor Whitmore took his stu- 
dents to the Mel Gibson film 
HAMLET, in Frostburg. 

Interesting activities were 
planned for Honors students 
during the school year. A get- 
acquainted dinner was held at 
the Pizza Hut in the fall, and a 
Christmas party in December. 
The third annual Honors off- 
campus activity was held in 
the spring when twelve Honors 
students went to Charleston, 
West Virginia, accompanied 
by Professors Carroll, Hocken- 
smith, and Owen.

Potomac State College 
alumni and friends, especially 
those who have followed 
Catamount teams over the 
years, met April 13 at the 
Keyser Moose to honor four 
former school athletes whose 
achievements in life are too 
great to fit on any scoreboard. 

Three were on hand to ac- 
cept their plaques document- 
ing them as members of the 
Potomac State College Athlet- 
ic Hall of Fame. TJie fourth 
inductee was represented by 
his sister at the banquet where 
many old friends, teammates 
and rivals were gathered in 
good fellowship. 

Shirley Workman, sister of 
the late Ray "Cotton" Mills, 
and her husband, Dr. Glenn 
Workman, Cumberland, ac- 
cepted the plaque. She told the 
crowd that her brother had 


loved football, had loved Po- 
tomac State, and how proud 
she was to accept this honor on 
his behalf. 

Mills was introduced by 
Tom O’Connor, retired coach 
at Ridgeley High and Keyser 
High, who related how Mills 
had played on the 1928 Keyser 
High football team. In fact. 
Coach O’Connor, said, after a 
sports writer in Cumberland 
saw Keyser’s 28-0 defeat of 
Allegany, he wrote that the 
Campers were run over by a 
golden tornado. Keyser High 
adopted this nick name the 
very next season. 

Mills continued his educa- 
tion at Potomac State where he 
played for the late George Par- 
rish. He was captain of the 
1930 Catamount football team 
and was all-conference. Mills’ 
career on the football field

continued, and O’Connor 
pointed out that he was re- 
cruited by Pitt which offered 
him both a scholastic and an 
athletic scholaship. However, 
Mills preferred Virginia Tech 
and while there made the AP 
Coaches All-American list in 
1932. 

Harold Effland, retired edi- 
tor of the Mineral Daily 
News-Tribune, introduced Jer- 
ry Calhoun, retired head foot- 
ball and track coach at Beall 
High School, as one of the 
winningest coaches in the area. 
Calhoun played at Potomac 
State College under the tute- 
lage of Coach Dana "Horse" 
Lough in 1937. He continued 
his education at Shepherd Col- 
lege and his career on the grid- 
iron as quarterback, punter and 
place-kicker. He served as 
captain of the Shepherd team. 

As the end of his collegiate 
football career neared, he re- 
ceived an offer from the Pitts- 
burgh Steelers, but instead, 
Calhoun signed up with the 
U.S. Navy. During the next 
eight years, Capt Calhoun 
served aboard a mine-sweeper 
and gathered nine battle stars. 
He returned to Shepherd in 
1946 as a basketball coach. 
Later, he moved into school 
boy sports as football, basket- 
ball, baseball and track coach 
at Berkeley Springs High 
School. Not long after this, he 
found his place — at Beall 
High School in Frostburg — 
and stayed the next 28 years. 

Coach Calhoun recalled 
with pride of knowing the late 

PSC President EE. Church, 
Dean K.S. McKee, and Coach 
Lough. He shared a letter he 
had received shortly after be- 
ing inducted into the Maryland 
High School Coaches Hall of 
Fame. The writer, a former 
student and team member, 
congratulated his coach and 
thanked him for helping him to 
become "mentally tough and 
able to get up after you’ve 
been knocked down." 

The coach told those assem- 


bled that "this is what remains 
after all the wins and the loss- 
es, and is why we stay in 
coaching." 

John Workmeister, presi- 
dent, Potomac State College 
Alumni Association, intro- 
duced Chester Payne, retired 
coach at Allegany High 
School, as his Mend of 35 
years, and all-around good cit- 
izen and good man. Payne was 
an outstanding player at Po- 
tomac State, and as coach at 
Allegany had teams which 
took six Western Maryland 
championships. 

Coach Payne offered his ap- 
preciation of this honor and 
recalled briefly the hardships 
and victories of the early days 
that served and encouraged 
him during the years which 
followed. 

Fred "Tack" Clark, retired 


football coach at Keyser High, 
introduced Paul Kalbaugh, re- 
tired coach at Elk Garden High 
SchooL Coach Clark said that 
Kalbaugh found another way 
to coach. He explained that all 
coaches use rule books but 
Kalbaugh also had another rule 
book he relied on — the Bible. 

Coach Clark told the crowd 
that in all the years he had 
been associated with Paul 
Kalbaugh he had never heard 
him use profanity. He cited 
Kalbaugh ’s successes at Elk 
Garden High — 75 percent 
wins in baseball, 65 percent 
wins in basketball, and 85 per- 
cent wins in cross country. 

Coach Kalbaugh described 
circumstances and facilities 
common in the days when 
high school athletic contests 
were new.

Kalbaugh said his secret of

Fame.

Beavers Honored 


Dr. Lester K. Beavers, pro- 
fessor of political science and 
sociology, was selected in 
April as the Outstanding Pro- 
fessor at Potomac State Col- 
lege for 1990-91. His selection 
by a committee of his peers 
was based on outstanding 
teaching, service to the college 
community, and professional 
development. 

Appointed to the faculty in 
1971, Dr. Beavers became a 
full professor in 1981. He 
served during the past school 
year as coordinator of institu- 
tional research. 

Colleagues describe him as 
a conscientious and experi- 
enced educator. Administra- 
tors note that he has provided 


considerable flexibility for col- 
lege programs, teaching politi- 
cal science, sociology, social 
work, and Spanish as well. 

At the College he chairs the 
Curriculum Committee, the 
Long-Range Planning Council, 
and the College-Wide Review 
Committee.

A past president of the 
Keyser Rotary Club, he is cur- 
rently president of the board of 
directors of the Developmental 
Center and Workshop in 
Keyser. 


Campus Projects Listed 


Residence life projects top 
the college projects list few 
1991-92. The college dining 
hall will receive a greatly re- 
configured service area which 
will result in a food mall 
where students will have a 
choice of the traditional cafe- 
teria line, short orders, a pasta 
bar, a wok meal, or other spe- 
cialties. The students on meal 
plans will, through the won- 
ders of computers, also have 
the option of replacing dining 
hall meals with meals from the 
student union. In addition, 
when student groups have 
meetings or outings, the op- 
portunity for a catered meal 
from the dining hall at the 
meeting site will be available. 

The student union will also 
undergo some renovation, part 
of which will be "back to the 
future." The pool tables and 
video games will be moved 
back to the lower level of the 
union; a convenience store will 
be added upstairs, and the 
commons room will be refur- 
bished and -made mor£ con- 
temporary. 

Renovation of Memorial 
Hall to completely renovate 
the bathroom and shower ar- 
eas, add some additional resi- 
dential space, and air condition 
the building was planned for 
this summer. However, all bids 
on the project were rejected 
and the project will be adver- 
tised in hopes of performing 


the renovations over the 
Christmas break. 

Minor repairs will include 
roof work on the maintenance 
building and on part of Davis 
Hall. The old ag shop may be 
renovated and converted to a 
bookstore and post office in 
order to permit the library to 
take over the space in the li- 
brary now occupied by the 
bookstore. 

In addition, concrete work 
on walkways, improvement of 
handicap ramps in several lo- 
cations, and the construction 
of a sidewalk and steps to low- 
er State Street will occur this 
summer. At Stayman Field the 
wooden bleachers on the visi- 
tors side will be reconstructed 
and additional work to im- 
prove the baseball field will be 
undertaken, including rerout- 
ing the service road at the 
field. 

Bulging has occurred in one 
section of the old stone stands 
at Stayman Field. An engi- 
neering consultant will exam- 
ine the problem to determine if 
the section needs to rebuilt, 
and if so, when. 

Other capital investments 
will include purchase of a new 
Digital Equipment Corpora- 
tion VAX-1000 computer for 
the Computer Center to re- 
place the existing small main- 
frame, which is no longer ade- 
quate to meet college needs, 
major investments in scientific 


equipment, and major pur- 
chases of instruments and sup- 
porting equipment for the Mu- 
sic Department. 

Capital investment in the 
forthcoming year will involve 
expenditures of about $900,- 
000, an investment rate which 
has increased each of the last 
several years, and which will 
need to be sustained for sever- 
al more, according to President 
Gratto, who noted that the 
funds to make this possible 
were, for the most part, the re- 
sult of the larger enrollment, 
and especially for the larger 
enrollment of out-of-state stu- 
uents, whose fees and tuition 
are much higher. 

Dr. Gratto also noted that 
once the Campus Master Plan 
is completed and approved by 
the Board, the direction of fu- 
ture capital investment will be 
more clear. He said that he ex- 
pected to receive help from the 
Board of Trustees with respect 
to construction of an extension 
for the library within the next 
several years, or possibly con- 
struction of a new library alto- 
gether. Other capital projects, 
however, will depend mainly 
on the college’s ability to 
pay-as-it-goes, and on non- 
state funding sources such as 
major gifts, and possible fed- 
eral or foundation grants or 
loans.

Three new scholarships and 
a journalism award have been 
established in the Potomac 
State College Foundation dur- 
ing the past year. They are the 
Walter D. Tetrick Memorial, 
the Odus Kincaid Memorial 
Scholarship, the Thelma E.

Memorial Award. 

The Keyser Chapter of the 
American Field Service has 
established a Walter D. Tetrick 
Memorial Scholarship at Po- 
tomac State College in memo- 
ry of the late Walter D. Tet- 
rick. The scholarship will be 
awarded to a journalism major 
through the PSC Foundation 

Mrs. Maxine Kincaid, Wal- 
lace, WV, wife of the late 
Odus Kincaid, Class of 1935, 
established a scholarship in his 
memory with a gift to the 
Foundation, with only income 
from the trust to be used for 
the award.
